Israel by the time Toynbee wrote these remarks had not 
yet undergo a defeat; however in 1973 it suffered one and a 
consequent disillusinment is bound to happen in it. This can 
be taken as the first step towards its downfall. 

Conclusion ; 

In a review of Toynbee's last four volumes, A. Bestcr( 28 ) 
argues that the value of the Toynbee's work does not rest so 
much upon its empirical accuracy as upon the insights and 
carefully considered Judgments of an exceedingly well-in- 
formed mind.

As far as the problem of Palastine is concerned, Toynbee's 
insights and analysis, as well as, his predictions and prc- 
phocies prove to be accurate and sound. The Zionist entity 
is an alien element in the Arab world. Once and again through 
its aggressive and extensive policy it proves to be a stcoi of 
Western imperialism directed against the Third World and 
ncn-Allied nations. However, by their defeat in October 
1973, the Zionists suffered both a military and political dis- 
aster. World's public opinion, through the United Nations 
has proclaimed Zionism a raciast movement. Israel is dis- 
missed from various commutes of the U.N. ; representatives 
Of the Palastinian Arabs are allowed for the first time to at- 
tend the meetings of the highest council in the World i.e. the 
Security Council, and to speak on behalf of the Arabs of 
Palastine. This is a great political victory because it means, 
among other things, that without the participation of the 
Palastinian Arabs there would be no solution to the «question 
of Palastine». 

Toynbee, in fact, reminds the Zionists that: 

«The Arabs would, in fact, be almost as difficult to 
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evicted from their ancestral homes and have been rob- 
bed of their property since the, establishment of Israel 
on Arab-inhabited territory in Palastine in 1948.»(22) 

Toynbee indeed describes the Zionist entity as aggressive 
fanatical and unfriendly towards its neighbours ( 23 ). He 
rightly compares it with the raciast Republic of South Af- 
rica : 

«In 1969 the worst offender, among the now existing 
diasporas are. the Jews, the Brahmans and the 'White' 
diaspora in Southern Africa* ( 21 ). 

Prospects of the Zionist entity: 

Toynbee believes that the establishment of the Zionist 
entity was a moral as well as a political mistake: He links 
between Zionist aggression on the occupied part of Palastine 
and Western Colonialism: ( 25 ) 

«For a brief moment it looked as if the end of Europ- 
ean colonialism were going to be the end of colonialism 
itself; but since the close of the second world war, the 
Americans and Israelis have rushed in where West 
Europeans now fear to tread.» 

However, according to Toynbee, despite Israel's victories 
in successive wars against Arabs, the Zionist entity has no 
promising future because: 

«The Arabs, like the Vietnamese were determined not 
to submit to being resubjected to colonial rule and geo- 
graphy was in their favour... The Arab world is as ex- 
tensive as Vietnam and continental China taken to- 
gether^ 20 ). 

Besides, any country which has been victorious in a se- 
ries of post wars is, likely to become a menace both to itself 
and to the rest of the world. Sooner or later the country 
would undergo a military defeat followed with a disillusion- 
ment. The victors are seldom in a mood for making conces- 
sions; a dazzling series of victories is apt to blind the victors 
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of Israel is one of the two blackest cases in the whole 
history of colonialism in modern age... Zionists have 
been practising colonialism in Palatine in the extreme 
form of evicting and robbing the native Arab inhabi- 
tants...^ 13 ). 

Toynbee, then, enlarges on the attroites and barbaric 
murders committed by Zionist agressors.( 17 ) To him the ex- 
termination of the Arabs by Zionists in Palastine is more of a 
crime than the extermination of the Jews by the Nazis in 
Europe. 

«On the narrow of a persecution in Europe in which they 
(Jews) had been the victims..., the Jews immediate re- 
action to their own experience was to become persecu- 
tors in their turn for the first time since 135 A.D. - and 
this at the first opportunity had arisen for them to in- 
flict on other human beings who had done the Jews no 
injury, but who happened to be weaker than they were, 
some of the wrongs and sufferings that had been in- 
flicted on the Jews by their many successive Western 
persecutors. ( 18 ). 

The Jews, infact, had less execuse in 1948 for evicting, 
persecuting and exterminating the Arabs of Palastine than 
any other persecutor/ because the Jews knew from personal 
experience what they were doing : ( 1S ) 

«There was neither justice nor expediency in the ex- 
action from Palastinian Arabs of compensation due to 
European Jews for Crimes committed against them by 
Western Gentiles..* ( £q ) 
Toynbee observes that the Palastinian Arabs living under 
Zionist rule are suffering the «second-class citizens treat- 
ment( 21 ). When he compares them with other refugees he 
says : 

«The fate of these transplanted Greeks, Turks and 
Bulgarians has been happy compared with the fate of 
the Palastinian Arabs who have fled or have been 
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tablishment in Palastine of a'national home' for the

«No, he did understand them. There is a note of his to 
his collegues in the Cabinet, saying :>> I can't think why 
you made this an (A) mandate, which means self- 
determination, because we do not mean to give self 
determination to these people, (meaning the Palas- 
tinian Arabs). So he did understand what he was doing. 
I will say straight but : Balfour was a wicked man.» 
Toynbee then arques : 

«The ambiguities - terms like (national home) - in 
Balfour Declaration were deliberate. Also saying (the 
(civil and religious rights), but not the (political right) 
of the (existing non- Jewish communities in Palastine). 
I think every word was carefully drafted to be ambig- 
uous. This was very bad», 

Toynbee believes that the Arabs again and again has been 
out-manoeuvred and betrayed; the Arab states were, there- 
fore, justified in declaring war in 1948 against the Zionist usur- 
pers of the Arab territory of Palatine. 
Zionist policy towards the Palastinian Arabs : 

Toynbee considers Zionism as a product of aggressive 
Western nationalism, thus the Zionist entity to him is nothing 
but a stool imperialism. He believes that the : 

^Israeli colonialism since the establishment of the state 
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assuredly have been that, however grievously the Wes- 
tern peoples might have sinned against one another 
and against the Jewish stranger in their midst,,, there 
was neither merit nor justice in their compensating their 
victims at the expense of innocent third parties.»( 9 ) 
East vis a vis West : 

In Toynbee's opinion the conflict between East and West 
is deeply- rooted and goes back to ancient and media val his- 
tory. The Palastinian problem is only one aspect of this long 
conflict Toynbee observes that the Arab weakness in modern 
times has been: 

«ruthlessly exploited by modern Western politicians to 
solve Western problems at the Arab's expenses ( 1G ) 
That is why Toynbee attacks West 'European Policy and 
describes the West as the major offender in modern his- 
tory. ( 11 ) 



Toynbee considers the British government as responsible 
for the catastrophe in Palastine, Throughout the crucial Man- 
datory period the British attitude adopted by successive go- 
vernments was one of «culpably wilful blindness*. He clearly 
discloses that the British administration in Palastine en- 
couroged the Jewish migration and colonization in Palastine 
until the Jewish minority had become as Targe as one third 
of the population of Palastine. ( 12 ). 

Toynbee describes British responsibility as «irrepudiable» 
for the Jews would not have had in 1948 the opportunity to 
conquer an Arab country in which they had amounted to 
no more than an inconsiderable minority in 1918, if, during 
the intervening thirty years, the powers of the United King- 
Ddom had not been exerted continuously to make possible the 
entry of Jewish immigrants into Palastine contrary to the 
will of the Arab inhabitants of the contry»(13).
